pictures madam, which are on trial, but their critics." 


It is always possible of course in the progress of 


scientific discovery that a long accepted truth may be 
proven false, or to have been but a partial truth, but 
this will never be through, "attacks" upon the truth, 
fair or unfair, but as a result of long and careful, and 
conscientious study in the laboratories of the world
